lence, haue entred the other, whyche wer toke from them. 
Thus was oure armpe putte from oure enimics to Delibella, by 
deuice and ſleighte,and exchange of other pꝛouinces: fo2 where 
warre was not, there muſt thinges ber done by lawe.

When Anton) hadde thus ſaide, it ſeemed to the Captapnes

Not long after, ,£a702y did cauſe ſome of his gard to be apy. 
pꝛehended by his friendes, as entiſed by 0#«:«« to deffrop him, 
eyther to difcredite 04a«:w, 02 fo2 that he thoughte it true; lears 
ning it of ſuch as were ſenteto hys Campe. He declared this to 
be done by all coniecture, to diſpatche hys perſon, whiche mat» 
ter beeyng quietly heard, cauſed muche adoe and indignation a⸗ 


mong the people. A fewe that were grounded vppon reaſon,” 


were glad that Anteny myghte doe Ce/ar god, and alſo hurte at 
hys pleaſure, bytauſe hee was terrible to the ſtrikers, and if ha 
were once diſpatched, they myghte wyth the moze ſecuritie, das 
therꝛ feates, bycanſe the Senate chiefly fauoured them.

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0.2.uiw againſt Antony, Some that ſawe they: retontiliatiom 
ta the Capitoll, thought it but a diſſimulation, and a recompence

In thys diſquietneſle, Carnut ius the Tribune, enimie to An- 
t. i, and friende to 0441, wente to knowe the truth, whyche 
bepng done, he declared to the people that there was playne 
variance betweene Anton and octauus, and that it ſtode them 
in hande to make 044414 theyꝛ friende, ſepng they had none 9- 
ther armye to reſiſt Antenges Tpꝛannie.

The Numidians be moſt ſtrong, and among them that line 
long,of moſte long like. The cauſe is peraduenture, that they 
bane no ſharpe winter, by the which eucry thing is deſtroped, 


noꝛ the ſommer ſo hotte as the Æethiopians and Indians, theres 


foze this region bꝛingeth foꝛth moſte ſtrong beaſkes , and the 
men be alwaves in the ayꝛs and in laboure, they dꝛinke little 
wine, and their diet is very ſimple and thinne. 8 | 
AMaßiniſſa on hozſebacke, direced hys armye, and .L/ 
d-ubal bought his people, which were very manye, againfte 
him, foz manye were rometo hym out ot᷑ the Countrep. 
Scipio behelde the fighte from an hyghe place, as from a 


Cheatre. he was wont to ſay that he had ſæne manye * 
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with the Cart agmans. 


ſawe a hundꝛed and tenne thouſande menne fighting togy- 
ther, ans he ſayde that only two beſide him, had ſene the lyke 
warreat Trey. Jupiter from 1ds, and & eptune from Samotbracia. 
This fight continuedfrom mozning till night, and after many 
ſlapne on both ſides, ufa ſeemed to haue the better. g 
met with him as he returned, and reioyced with him: he retep⸗ 
ued him as an auntient friende, and ſhewed him all pleaſure he 
coulde. 

When the carthaginians heard that Scipi- was come, they 
pꝛaped him that he wouldemake an ende betwene ina 
and them:he bzought them togither,and foz the agrement,the 
Cartheginians offered aſaniſſa the lande they had at Zmporium, 
and to giue him two hundꝛed talents of ſiluer pꝛeſentlye, and 
eight hundzed in time: and when he deſired the dutlawes to be 
reſtozed,they coulde not abyde to heare it. And ſo they depar- 


ted doing nothing. c returned to ain, with his Elephates. 


AM aſer1ſſe lape aboute the hyll of his enimies, wayting that no 
victual ſhould be bzought then. There was none nygh hande, 
and to himſelfe, a great wap off, it was bzought with muche 
ado, and very little. A ſdrubal at the firſte, might haue paſſed 
thozow his enimies, hrs armpe bepng ſtrong and ſounde : but 
bycauſe he was better ſtozev of vicuail than Maine ne, he 
thought he would haue ſued foz peace:and he tarried alſo, hea⸗ 
ring that Ambaſſadours came from Xeme to make peace: Zo 
whome it was ſayde: That if , ina were ouercome; they 
ſhould ende the matter, but ik he had the better, they ſhoulde en 
courage him. And lo they did. | 
The famine conſumed A ſdrubal and the Cartheginians, who 
were lo weake in bodie, that they could not foꝛce the enimie. 
Firſt they eate their beaſtes, then their hoꝛſes of cariage, then 
they ſodde their hoꝛſe gyꝛthes and eate them. Manpe diſeaſes 
toke them, as well foz their euill ſuſtenaunce, as foꝛ their lack 
of labour, and heate of the peare. Fo2 a multitude of men in a 
campe was thꝛonged togyther in a little ſpace , and heate of 
Zilya, ànd when wode fapled them to ſeth their meate, they 
* dd. burned 
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burned their Targets. The dead men were not carried awap, 

fo; AMaſiniſſa would not ſuffer it, noz they were not burned foz 

lacke of wode . The peſtilence was greate amongſt them, 

and daunger,foz the ſauours and coꝛrupted bodpes.Zhe moſte 

part of the army died, and the reſte had no hope of life. Theres 

Tee, "42's foze they pzomiled to reſtoꝛe to 7% i his runawayes, t to 
1m pay him 5000. talents ot ſiluer in fifty yeres,t toreceine their

This was the ende ol the 

warre betweene ni and the Carthagies. Then followed 

When the 

Carthaginians were thus weakened by the onerthzow of 7p 

von Corb12.25 Alla, And their Cittie in moſt feeble ſtate, they were afrayde of 
' Meſiiniſa,beingat hande with ſo great an armp,andof the Ro- 
maynes,cuer their heauy enimies, and ſeeking occaſion, foꝛ 5 

was done againſt a, in neyther of the which they were 

decepued : foz as ſone as the Romaynes hearde of it, they ap- 

pointed an armp ouer all /-a/e, not ſhewing to what vſe , that 

they might be ready when they ſhoulde be called. The Carrh«- 

Aſtrubaliscon- gintans thinking to put away this occaſſon,codemned A ſarubal 
demned; vas that was Captaine of the warre againſt 7 «ſin/z, and Cartha- 
a . _ lone the Boetharch, and all other that were occaſions of it, put⸗ 
bene. ling the blame of the warre vp them. They ſent ambaſſadozs 
—— to Rome, that accuſed a7 iniſſa, and alſo accuſed theſe men, that 
Rome. ſo raſhly and ſodenly made the buſineſte, and bꝛought the Citie 
, into daunger of enimitie. One of the Senatours aſked them, 
why they did not puniſhe the authours of the warre at the be- 
ginning, but after they were onercome , and had god will to 
make war again vpon vs, and ſought occaſton of it:to him they 
anſwered, that the c arthaginians in derd had not pet ſatiſfied the 
77 Romaines, 
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Roinafnes . .Therefoze being troubled againe , they aſked ik The Joubtfut 


tbey were thought to offend, what they mighte doc to make a⸗ 
mendes: They lapde thus, to this woꝛd: It pcuſhal ſatiffie the 
Romapnes. Some thoughte, in debating what this ſatiſtacion 
ſhould be, that the Romaines would adde moze money to that 
Scipio had appointed. Some thoughte to graunte he

dours againe to Ame, to knowe erpꝛellèye, what would ſatiſfie 
the Romapnes,to whom it was aunlwered, that the Carthagini- 
ans knew well ynough, and ſo ſent the away.

Libya ne xt Carthage, hauing fapꝛe poꝛtes, and a countrey plenti- 


full to ſuſtaine an armp, lr.furlougs from it, ſit to make war 
againſt the:being in doubt of carthege, t vttering their old hate 
againſt the in time, ſent am baſſadours to x me, to ptelde V tica 
to the Romaines , The Senate that befo2e was enclined and 
pꝛepared to this warre, by the comming of ſo myghtie and con⸗ 
uenient a Citie vnto them, opened theyꝛ mynde, and being al⸗ 
ſembled in the Capitoll, where they were wont to conſulte of 
warre,decreede the warre againſte Carthage . They ſent out of 
hande the Conſuls, Marcus Manilius with the fotemenne, and 
Lucius Marcins Cenſorinus with the nauy, to whome was giuen 
inſecrete, that they ſhoulde not leaue the warre, till Carthage 
were taken. | 

When they hadde ſacriſiſed, they ſapled info 5:ce/ze, to goe 
from thence to Y:«@_ . . They had fiftie gallies, a hundered 
fopts, æ many Crapers, Barkes and Hopes. They had an ar- 
my of, xc, thouſand fotemen, and foure thouſand hoꝛſemen, al 
of the beſt ſoꝛt, euerp citizen & confederate, being deſirous to 
go to fo noble a voyage, and manp willingly put their names 
in the roll. Marning, and war it ſelfe was giuen the Carthage 
by one meſſenger , Fo2 be carried the decree of warre, and 
ſhewed the ſhips that ſailed againſt the, They wer amazed e in 


defpaire,foz-want of ſhips, t ſo great a loſſe of their pouth, ney⸗ 
ther hauing confederates noz hired ſouldſers , no2 vicuals to 
endure a ſiege, noꝛ any thing els in war ſoden & not pꝛoclaimed, 
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noꝛ being able fo reſiſt the Komaines and Maſaniſſ tw. They 
ſent other ambaſſadezs to Ame with ful autoꝛitie, ts ſatiſſie fo; 
the pꝛeſent, as well as they could. The Senate ſapdto the n, it 
the Carthaginians within. xxx.dapes ſhall deliuer to the Conſuls 
that be pet in Sicelie, thꝛe hundꝛed of pour moſt noble childzen 
foʒ pledges, and ſhall do in other things as they ſhal wil them, 


it is lawefull foz Carchage to be fre and cf it ſelfe, and haue all 


their lande in T7 . Thus thep decred openly, and gaue the 
Certhaginians the decree, to carp to Carthage: but in ſetrete they 
ſent to to the Conſuls, to kœpe their fozmer inſtrua ions. The 
Carthaginians (ulpected this determination, that the peace wold 
not bee firme, though they deliuered their childꝛen: but beingin 
ſuch a danger, no2 hauing where to put their truſt, but with di⸗ 
ligence to ſhew their re adineſſe, they caried their childꝛen ts .- 
cilie, their parents and their friends lamenting, ſpecially their 
mothers, the which, like madde women folowed their childꝛen 
and the ſhippes, and helde the ſouldiours and the Ancres, and 
pulled the tackle, and ſfopped the Parriners,. and ſtaped the 
ſaples: ſome followed ſwimming a great way in the ſea, wer⸗ 
ping that they were taken from their childꝛen. Some vpon the 
lande, did teare their haire and beate their bꝛeaſts, as thep are 
wonte in a fanerall, Fo2 it ſeemed in woꝛde, a deliuerie of chil⸗ 
dꝛen, foz a confo2mitie, but in deede, it was a verpe pelding of 
the Citte, their childzen being delinered vpon no certaine con- 
dition:and many did pꝛopheſie in the deliuerie of their childze, 


that it houlde not p2ofitte the Citie. This was the manner of 


the conueying of the chilozenat Carch:ge , Mhen they were 
come to $5:ce/1e,the Conſuls ſente them to zee And there it 
was ſayde tnto them, that they ſhoulde heare the ende of the 
war in rica. | | | 

The Romaines being come thyther, laye with their armpe, 
where 5:/pi- did befoze , their naupe harboured in the poꝛts of 
Vtica. Che ambaſſadours being come from Carthage, the Cons 


ſals ſatte on high ſeates, the Colonels and ariſhals ſtanding 
about them. The army on eyther five, in a greate length, appa⸗ 


relled with fayze armour, their enſignes they holde aut

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with the Carthaginians. Wh 
the Emballadoures might ſ the multitude olf them. Then the , 
Conſulls commaunded filence with a Trumpet, The Trumpet , — woo 
called the Carchag:n;ans to come neare. They were led thozough , the Contuis ax 
the long army, not very nighe the ſeate of State, but at a barre , © 
in the middeſt. The Conſuls commaunded them to lave they? > 
meſſage, They ſpake muche to moue pitte, and diucrs things,, 
touching the leagues made betwerne them and the Romanes, r 
of Carthage, a Cittie of ſo long continuaunce, of people and po- » 
wer, e both by ſea and land of moft great dominion, which they ⸗ 
ſpakenot,(thepſaide)to ertoll themſelues, foz in aduerfitie it is „ Aluerſſtie. 
no tyme to vaunte;but pou (O Romancs) may be moued torea- » 
ſon and modeſtie by our ſod aine mutation. They be beſte that » 
pitie them that fall, foz thep make their owne hope the better, » RED 
that do not deale euil with them that be in miſfoꝛtune. This is a » Panne of 
thing fit foꝛ you t pour modeſtie, to haue chiefly conſiteratio of » 
men, But if wer haue fonnde pou ſharpe cnnimies , the milfsz- »

pou required, and that within. xxx. dapes, as the decree comman- 
ded.

we haue. Thus ſaid the Embaſſadozs. Then cenſeriau ſtode vp

Whiles he was ſaying thys, they held » 

vp their hands with a crie to the heauens, and called vppon the 

Goddes, as men decepued, and wiſhed all euils vppon the Ro- 

manes, as me that would die, oz were beſide themſelues, oz p29- 

uoke the Romanes into hate of the Embaſſadozs, They fei vp- 

on the earthe, and with their hands and heads did beate it, ſome 

toze theirgarments,and vefiled their bodies, as dꝛiuen beſide 

themlelues. Mhen the paſſion was paſte, a great ſilence and a- 


ſtoniſhmẽt appeared, as though they had bin dead. The Komanes 


were amazed, and the Conſulls kne w they were ſtricken wyth 

the ſtrange commandement,+ woldbe in that paſſion foꝛ a time, $ocaine patcien 
perceiuing very well, that greateſt griefs doe ſfrike moſt vehe- | 
— the firſt, bat in time, neceſſitie cauſeth boldneſle to o⸗ 

hep. | 

Thus were the carthaginians afflicted , and with their filence 

feeling greater matter, they ceaſed their dildainekulneſſe, e fel to 

weeping and lamenting themſelues, and their childzen,and their 

wines by name, and their Country, as though it hadde hearde 

them, as a man, ſpeaking many lamentable things. Che pꝛieſts 

called vppon their holy things, and their Gods, as thoughe they 

had bin pꝛeſent, laying their deſtruction vppon them. There 
was a confuſed and miſerable mourning of them that bzoughte 


both publique and pꝛiuate things, that it made the Remaynes 


themſslues to wepe , The Conſulls were alſo ſtricken wyth 
ſuche humaine mutation,and with ſeuere manner abode the ful- 
neſſeof the matter, 

When they had ceaſed wæping, they wamd ſilent again, con⸗ 
ſidering that their city was naked and vnarmed, haning neither 
chip, (woꝛd, dart, noꝛ engine, noꝛ me ſufficient to reſiſt.l. M. being 
deſtroyed of late: ffraungers ayde had they none, noz friend, noꝛ 
confederate, noz tyme. Cheir enimies had all, their childzen, 

j their 
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nimpe, was at their ſides. They refrained from rage and chol- 
ler, as nothing p2ofiting in calamities . They turned againe to 
read, And anno that is called 64a, obtaining licence to ſpeak, 
ſaid thus: 
It there be anyregarde with you, (O Romanes) of oure foz- 
mer ſpœches, we would ſpeake, nut as they that can bzing faꝛth 
« any thing to iuſtiſie vs, fo; there is no reſiſtaunce in tyme to the 
« afflicted, but that you maye learne, it is not without reaſon oz 


« Cauſe that you ſhoulde haue pittie of vs . We hauing dominion
